“MADE HIM MaD. 

Mr. Borden Denies that He was Paid 
for Building a Fiume, in Language 
More Forcibie than Polite. 

On Wednesday the Gazetrz pub- 
lished what it supposed to be the truth 
about a piece of flume in the Asylum 
ditch and advised taxpayers to go and 
look at it as a specimen of govern- 
ment work. This morning R. V. Bor- 
den handed in the following forcible 
card, While his simple word would 
have been equally as effective, if not 
more 80, yet the GazeTTe is inclined 
to give the gentleman the full benefit 
of his eloquence and publishes the 
eard in full: } 


The editor of the Gazerrz must 
have been to a lying school all his life 
and studied hard to perfect himself 
sufficiently to concentrate so mapy lies 
in so short a space as appeared in the 
GAZETTE editorial of yesterday in ref- 
erence to the water ditch and flume for 
the State grounds. He says the flume 
was built out of an old blacksmith 
‘shop (lie). Every stick of the old 
shop was put up in a hovse tor the 
Chinaman and is still on the State 
grounds. He says R. V. Borden was 
paid $500 for putting it up (lie); he 
was not paid one cent. R. V. Borden 
rented the State grounds and dug the 
ditch and put up the flume at his own 
expense entirely, and the flume was 
built mostly out of bis lumber, used 
for staging, and now retains his mark; 
which lumber belongs to K. V. Bor- 
den; and he consulted the best men 
an economy in the community as to 
the cheapest way to build a flume to 
stand two years—during his term. 
He says the ditch could have been put 
in so much cheaper across the rail- 
road. R. V. Borden had no $500 on 
hand to deposit with the railroad com- 
pany to pata culvert across their 
track, as their rule requires, and the 
editor, being a railroad man, ought to 
know it, and not publish such infa- 
{mous lies. R. V. B. knew nothing of 
the water right. Mr. Crocket told 
him where to take the water out of the 
Sullivan ditch and got leave of Mr. 
Bailey to cross the grounds of the 
slaughter-house company, and he did 
it, not to waste State money, but to 
save. I thought the editor had some 
sense common to the people of the 
State, but when he speaks of cracks 
in the flume he exposes himself. Lum- 
ber that is kept wet for two years and 
then left to dry for six months is like- 
ly to dry up some in this country. The 
blacksmith shep stood a year after the 
flume was built. R. V. Borpen.
